REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN AND OVERSEERS OF 
THE*,POOR. 


We beg to submit the following report for this fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1907: 

The indebtedness of the town is $152,400. Notes to the 
extent of $7,400 have been paid during-the past year. 

We are pleased to report to you that we have closed the 
year with an unexpended balance of over $8,000. 


POOR. 


Each application for aid was duly investigated and relief 
given in all deserving cases. The Canton Almshouse, where 
the town boards three of its poor, was inspected ard found to 
be in excellent condition. The Walpole inmates appeared to 
be well cared for. The town has been fortunate in this depart- 
ment and the year has been closed with an unexpended balance, 
but as this account is always uncertain, we recommend the 
Same appropriation for the coming year. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


We now have 213 incandescent and three arc lights in our 
streets, in addition to the kerosene lamps maintained by the 
citizens. 

We recommend a small increase in this appropriation, as 
the town is building up and more lights are needed. 


TAXES. 
The amount of 1907 taxes uncollected to date is $14,369.31. 
The present condition of the money market is very largely re- 
sponsible for the large amount not collected. Many of our 
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largest tax payers are taking advantage of the low rate of inter- 
est charged by the town on taxes not paid on November sth, 
and up to the present time have not paid them. The town, by 
vote, gives the tax payer until May ist, 1908, before the collec- 
tor is authorized to enforce payment. 

We hope every appropriation will be fully considered and 
economy practised in every department, as our valuation has 
not increased in comparison with our additional expenses, (notes 
due 1908, $14,000, Grade Crossings and New High School.) 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. Howard Patton was appointed Constable, Chief of 
Police and Janitor of the Town Hall Building, and he has per- 
formed his duty in a satisfactory manner. We have had several 
complaints in regard to the illegal sale of liquor, and each case 
has been promptly attended to. Four convictions have been 
‘secured. 


TOWN HALL. 


A new floor has been laid in the main hall and minor re- 
pairs made as needed. We now consider the building in good 
condition. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACCOUNT. 


This account is always uncertain, and while we have closed 
the year with an unexpended balance, we recommend the same 
appropriation as last year. 

KIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Engineer’s report is appended, and speaks for itself. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


The Highway Commissioners’ report is appended, and 
speaks for itself. 
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SIDEWALK, CLARK AVENUE. 


The appropriation made by the town was not sufficient to 
build this sidewalk the entire length of the street. As much 
has been built as the appropriation would cover. 


STREET WATERING. 


The assessment of 25 per cent. of the cost of this has not 
been made on the abutters of the streets watered, as the Massa- 
chusetts statutes require a careful measurement of all lands 
abutting streets watered. 

To do this at this time would cost nearly as much as the 
town would collect, and at the suggestion of the Assessors, we 
have allowed this to go over to next year when assessment will 
be made. 


INTEREST ACCOUNT. 


This shows an overdraft caused by transfers from this to 
other accounts during the year, and interest due on a note of 
the new High School building which we did not anticipate.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


In accordance with the vote of the town at the last March 
meeting, the auditors requested applications for the position of 
town bookkeeper, and finally selected Miss Katherine J. Hig- 
gins to fill that position. 

The accounts of the Water Board were placed in the hands 
of Mr. Thomas S. Spurr, the expert accountant, and the system 
as outlined in his previous report was installed. All the ac- 
counts of the town, therefore, have been placed on a sound and 
businesslike basis. 

: AUDITOR. 


To ensure correct accounting, Mr. Spurr, through his rep- 
resentative, Mr. Richardson, has from time to time gone over 
the work of the bookkeeper, and while perhaps this may have 
been deemed unnecessary, it was the intention of the auditors 
that the system should not suffer for want of a proper under- 
standing of its principles. 

BOOKKEEPER. 


The result of the year’s work has proven that no mistake 
was made in the selection of Miss Higgins as town bookkeeper. 
She has shown a remarkable insight in municipal accounting, 
and her books have been very neatly and accurately kept. Miss 
Higgins has also acted as stenographer and typewriter for the 
various Boards, and to those town officials who might require 
such work, and in this capacity she has been extremely valua- 
ble, thereby removing much of the technical work which is 
bound to arise in the various departments. She has met with 
the Selectmen each Friday night, and with the Water Board at 
its various meetings. 
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ACCOUNTS. 


The town accounts have at all times been in true and cor- 
rect balance, and atrial balance has been taken at the end of 
each month as a proof of their correctness. 

The overdraft. on the interest account was caused by the 
votes at the last November meeting, by which transfers were 
made from this account to various others, and the matter of the 
interest on the High School loan having been overlooked. 

The Auditors have seen fit to re-open the ‘‘Excess and De- 
ficiency” account, placing thereto uuexpended balances and 
overdrafts; thus the kookkeeper has been enabled to close the 
books to the end of the year. The town in times past has some- 
times failed to make disposition by vote of the balances which 
remain unexpended, thus keeping the accounts open and raising 
the question as to the legality of using them in connection with 
the new appropriations. ; 

The new High School building does not yet show in the 
public property account, owing to the fact that the work is, as 
yet, incomplete. 

The 1907 taxes show a large amount still to. be collected, 
but as the last vote seemed to make it optional with the tax 
payer when the taxes should be paid, many have preferred to 
pay the 6 per cent. interest until the present stringency in the 
money market has been relieved. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


(a.) We recommend that the sum of $600 be appropriated 
for the salary of the town bookkeeper, thereby making the posi- 
tion remunerative enough to insure a continuance of the present 
bookkeeper, as a thorough acquaintance with the system 
gained by this year’s work is bound to give the town an ac- 
curate and intelligent accounting which could not be true if a 
change was made each year in this position. 

b. We recommend that the sum of $50 be appropriated 
for expert auditing of the town accounts at least once a year. 


EO. 


The magnitude of the business which is done by this town 
warrants expert advice from time to time; someone to whom 
_ the Auditors can look for such information as shall be for the 
town’s interest, and the protection of the system which the town 
has just installed. 

(c.) We recommend that the town specifically place the 
control of the bookkeeping in the hands of the auditors. The 
question has arisen as to the supervision of this work, and it 
will always be open for argument until the matter is decided. 
It places the bookkeeper in an awkward position between two 
departments, each claiming authority to govern, and better work 
will result when it is determined to whom the bookkeeper shall 
look for instructions. 

(d.) We recommend that motions made in town meetings 
for disposition of the town’s money be specific as to its source. 
The words ‘‘transfer or appropriate” are entirely indefinite, and 
no motion should be made without a definite statement as to 
how the money is to be secured. 

In conclusion, the auditors have every reason to feel that 
the accounts of the town are in the best form for our require- 
ments; that all departments are working harmoniously for the 
good of the system, and now that we have attained such com- 
_ plete and accurate results by its use, we trust the town will see 
the importance of making the present system permanent.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT .OF FIRE ALARM. 


Walpole, Mass., Jan. rst, 1908. 
To the Board of Selectmen :— 


As Superintendent of the town’s fire alarm system I beg to 
submit the following report showing what has been accomplish- 
ed during the past year. 

In accord with the vote of the town, an appropriation 
having been made for the purpose, and after having consulted 
the best authority in New England as to the best method of pro- 
cedure, the fire alarm telegraph was extended to South Wal- 
pole and a whistle blowing machine attached to the town’s 
whistle located upon the power station of the street railway. A 
fire alarm box was also established in the square at that part of 
the town. 

Upon the completion of this extension, what is considered 
by all towns and cities as the best method of operating a fire 
alarm system was objected to by certain officials and some other 
citizens and a further appropriation was made to reconstruct the 
extension to meet the approval of these objectors. 

As the fire alarm system is now operated, it is insecure and 
inefficient and it will sooner or later have to be operated in that 
modern way which some of our citizens consider so imperative 
for the welfare and safety of the town. 

Inasmuch as the efficiency of the Fire Department depends 
greatly upon the receipt of a prompt, reliable and safe alarm, 
the town should not hesitate to adopt those methods which years 
of experience have proven to be the best for a town’s interest. 

The re-construction entailed a larger expense than was 
anticipated and in order not to overrun the appropriation, it 
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was necessary to return the fire alarm box that had been estab- 
lished at the corner of Common street and Lewis avenue, but I 
hope that the town will see to it that this box is immediately re- 
established upon that location. : 

In addition to the extension to South Walpole and the es- 
tablishing of two street boxes at the Centre and one at East 
Walpole, a very important work was completed in the laying of 
an underground conduit from the fire station and telephone 
office across Main street, and to a point opposite the store of 
E.S. Spear. This work has proven very satisfactory as it has 
removed the fire alarm wires from a possible contact with the 
many lighting and trolley wires which infest the above locality. 
The re-location of the street railway tracks has made necessary 
the re-location of the cable on Main street, and slight changes: 
in the underground conduit which will be made as soon as pos- 
sible. This underground work was charged to the maintenance 
account, which together with other repair bills caused a larger 
expenditure than had been hoped for. In order not to over- 
draw the appropriation your Superintendent has been pleased to 
accept as his salary a sum less than the town had voted for the 
purpose. 

In order that the town may soon have a complete fire alarm 
system and believing that something would be done the coming 
year toward that end, I have studied the matter carefully and 
herewith make a few recommendations, any or all of which I 
trust the town will adopt after having made provision for the 
alarm box at the Public Library corner. 


First :—To extend the system through Main and Spring 
streets to the Hutchinson railroad bridge, and establish boxes at 
the corner of Spring and West streets (47), and at the bridge, 
(42). Estimated cost four hundred dollars. If this extension 
is built as proposed it is possible that a private box may be es- 
tablished at the Truant School, and also at the S. Gray dye- 
house, and it will also enable the town to establish when it sees. 
fit, boxes at the corner of West and Elm streets, (46), and 
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_ Main street and Neponset avenue (41), at about the cost of the 
boxes, viz: $50 each. 

SECOND :—To extend the system to Mylod street and estab- 
lish boxes at the corner of Main and Plimpton streets, (56), and 
at the corner of Main and Mylod streets (58). Estimated cost 
six hundred dollars. If this extension is built as planned it will 
be possible when the town sees fit, to establish boxes on stations 
13, 14, 15, 51 and 521 at an expense just a little in excess of 
the cost of each box. 

Tuirp :—That the boxes be established upon stations 63, 
28, 25, 32, 71, 61, 46, 37, 67, 39, 34, 72, 64. These boxes 
may be established without any line building, provided that the 
general system of sounding is adopted or put in force, otherwise 
boxes 25 and 39 would have to be eliminated from the list. 
Estimated cost seven hundred and fifty dollars. 

I have taken pains to study the conditions and have enum- 
erated the boxes in the order of their importance. However, I 
should be glad to see any such boxes established and trust that 
the town will act as it believes to be the most expedient. 

Although the labor and attention due the system has more 
than doubled since its establishment I would recommend that 
the same sum as last year, viz: $150 be paid for the care of 
the same and that the sum of $350 be appropriated for the 
care, maintenance and repair. 

I have endeavored to have the School Committee see the 
wisdom of establishing private alarm boxes in the various 
school buildings, but as yet no action has been taken. This is 
really an important matter and I hope that the School Commit- 
tee or the Town will provide ways and means to accomplish 
this end during the coming year. 

I thank: the citizens of the town for the confidence which 
they have placed in me to carry on such important work and it 
has ever been my aim to get the very best possible for the 
money, either in the purchase of apparatus or the method of 
construction and operation.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


During the Spring and Summer a general inspection of 
premises was made by the Board’s agent, and a very consider- 
able laxity in the sanitary arrangements and in non-observance 
of the regulations were discovered. 

In many places was found a state of affairs due to defective 
drainage and consequent stagnation of surface water that created 
odors, and caused a general foulness that one could hardly be- 
lieve would be tolerated by the occupant. 

In one section of the town inspection showed sixty per 
cent. of the dwellings to be in a generally defective condition 
from poor drainage and loose connections from sink to cesspool. 
In practically all cases found as above stated a letter was sent 
requesting the owner or occupant to have the defects remedied, 
and in the majority of these cases the owner promptly acceded 
to the requests of the Board. To those who did not comply, a 
second notice followed, admonishing the owner or occupant in 
stronger terms to comply with the Board’s request. 

Owners of tenement houses who wilfully neglect to place 
their houses in a proper sanitary condition are deserving of the 
severest censure, as they thereby render the occupants liable to 
ill health. 

The Board is resolved that so far as lies in its power all 
tenement houses in this town shall be made sanitary and safe 
places in which to live, and to this end the inspection and re- 
inspection of these premises will be made to see that a satis- 
factory condition prevails. 

The Board wishes that a better understanding might exist 
between owners and tenants as to the part each should take in the 
care of the premises. 
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Attention is called to an Act to prohibit expectoration in 
certain public places and conveyances. Chap. 165, Acts of ryo6. 

Section 1. No person shall expectorate or spit on any 
public sidewalk, or, except in receptacles provided for the pur- 
pose, upon the floor in any city or town hall, in any court house 
or court room, in any public library or museum, in any church 
or theatre, in any lecture or music hall, in any ferryboat or 
steamboat, in any railroad car, except a smoking car, in any 
railway car, in any railroad or railway station or waiting room 
or on any sidewalk or platform connected therewith. 

Sec. 2. Whoever violates any provision of this act shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than twenty dollars. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The following contagious diseases were reported during the 
year: Diphtheria, eleven; Scarlet Fever, fifteen; Measles, five; 
Typhoid Fever, one; Tuberculosis, one; Chicken Pox, thirty- 
three; Whooping Cough, one; Mumps, four. Total, seventy- 
one. Disinfection was carried out in fifteen dwellings. 

To the list of contagious diseases which are to be reported 
are added the following: Chicken Pox, Whooping Cough and 
Tuberculosis. | Householders are especially notified to report 
these cases in the absence of medical attendance. 


INSPECTION OF PLUMBING. 


Forty-two inspections of plumbing were made during the 
year. 


MILK PRODUCTION. 


A great deal of agitation is going throughout the state re- 
garding the conditions under which milk is produced and 
handled. It is a duty which the venders of milk owe to. the 
public that the most scrupulous cleanliness should be observed 
in the care of the hands of the milker, in the general stabling 


te 


and care of the cows and in the general sanitary conditions of 
the rooms in which the milk is stored. We believe the milkmen 
who deliver to the consumer are generally careful in their meas- 
ures to keep the quality of the milk good and pure. But within 
the limits of this town there are some conditions under which 
milk is produced which are deserving of censure, mainly due to 
filth accumulation and lack of ventilation in the stable, which 
must give way at once to more intelligent and modern ideas as 
regards chances for contamination. Ina product so universally 
used as is milk the public insists, and in the immediate future 
will insist much more strongly upon the strictest cleanliness in 
the handling of milk from the cow to the consumer.

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REPORT OF NEW HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING 
COMMITTEE.

The Building Committee submit, herewith, their report on 
the new High School building, up to January 1, rgo8. 

The building is practically completed and was dedicated 
January 4, 1908, with appropriate exercises. There is still 
some work to be done before the building is accepted by the 
Committee so that accounts are not yet closed. 

Between the time the town voted to build and the time the 
contract was finally awarded, there was a considerable rise in 
the cost of materials. The Committee, however, by cutting 
down some in the size of the building and in the equipment, 
from the first plans, have been able to keep fairly close to the 
appropriation so far as the building goes. On the outside grad- 
ing, on account of the nature of the land, we have been under 
considerable expense in putting in a long driveway. 

We believe the town has good value for every dollar ex- 
pended in this High School building, and instead of making a 
long report about the building and the equipment, we ask the 
citizens of the town to examine for themselves and see what 
sort of an. educational plant we now have in the new High 
School building. 

Messrs. Loring & Phipps, the architects, have given the 
work continuous attention. The building is well built. R. 
Clipston Sturgis, whom we secured as consulting architect, con- 
siders it one of the best equipped and arranged High School 
buildings in the State. It is a good business investment and 
the town will probably not require an additional building for the 
next fifteen years. 

Below we give a memorandum of the bids that were first 
made, as well as the final bids, also a statement of accounts up 
to date, with the contractors, Marr Bros. ; heating contractor, 
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W.B. Ross; architects, Loring & Phipps. Full payments are 
not to be made until thirty-five days after the building has been 
accepted in writing.

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TREE WARDEN’S REPORT. 


You will see from the financial statement attached how the 
money has been spent this year. Practically no trimming had 
been done for three or four years, so we tried this year to trim 
very thoroughly. We exceeded the appropriation, but as we 
have a special fund turned over by the Walpole Improvement 
Society, we drew the excess from this fund. 

Wherever new trees have been placed, we have invariably 
gotten permission from the owner of the land to plant about two 
feet inside of the sidewalk line. It is true there is some risk of 
the owner cutting down these shade trees, for they are on his 
property and he owns the trees, but as this risk is so small, and 
the advantages gained so large, the town can well afford to take 
these chances. A tree placed on the outside edge of a sidewalk is 
invariably killed before it gets a chance to grow, on account of 
being bruised by teams and horses, or by the snow plow in 
winter. A great many trees along our sidewalks have been 
completely spoiled and must be replaced. Then too, most land- 
owners have been willing to contribute something toward the 
planting of the shade trees directly in front of their property, 
for every shade tree so planted adds much to the value of the 
land. Some objections to this method of planting have been 
made by individuals, but unless the town instructs the Tree 
Warden to the contrary, this policy will be continued so long as 
the present Tree Warden holds his job, for this policy is backed 
up by the best authorities in the country. 
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Another year a great many more new trees can be planted, 
for very little money will be required for trimming. 


There have been no cases of illegal trimming this year, so 
far as our town shade trees go. One case where the Telephone 
Company exceeded its rights and trimmed trees on private land, 
was brought to the attention of the Tree Warden, and damages 
were assessed, and paid by the company. Weare glad to re- 
port that all of the companies whose wires go through our trees 
have invariably remedied any defective insulation as soon as it 
was brought to their attention. All cases where wires are dam- 
aging trees should be promptly reported to the Tree Warden 
either by telephone or mail.

To the Board of Selectmen: 


Herewith find report on the Gypsy and Brown Tail Moth 
work that has been done in the town during 1907. 

Frequent inspections have been made, at our request, by 
the State Inspectors on Moths, who have come here and gone 
with Mr. Kingsbury and his assistants, to exterminate, so far as 
possible, these pests. A number of nests of the Brown Tail 
Moth were found in the north end of the town, and on the Med- 
field road. Very few of the Gypsy Moths’ nests have been 
found. 

Very thorough work was done this fall, and the State In- 
spectors believe we have effectually stopped their getting a start 
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herein Walpole. Notices have been sent out to all the land 
owners, and large posters have been put in the public places. 

Every land owner should see to it that these pests do not. 
get a start on their property. . The nests of the Gypsy Moth may 
be found on all parts of the trunk, branches, and in cavities of 
trees, ledges, and stone walls. The Brown Tail Moth Cater- 
pillars spin their nests around the leaves of trees or shrubs. 
Circulars showing photographs of nest are posted in different 
post offices, or will be mailed on application. 

Both kinds are very easily discovered and these should be 
destroyed before the young caterpillars begin to come out in the 
early spring. Work, to be effective, should be done each year 
before ‘the first of April.

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Peewee THE: TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY. 


At the close of the past year, the Trustees are able to report 
a substantial increase in patronage, and general use of the Pub- 
lic Library. 

The reading room, both for adult and younger patrons, 
has been steadily occupied, and this element of the library ser- 
vice is evidently well appreciated by the citizens of the town. 

At South Walpole the same method of providing books has 
been continued. Books are still delivered at the store of Mr. 
Amos L. Hamilton, and taken from there by the readers. 
There has been a marked decrease in circulation in this section 
during the year. 

During the past year, a change was made in the assistant 
librarian. Miss Finley the former assistant, having secured a 
position in Boston, the Trustees engaged Miss Isadora B.‘Paine, 
who has had considerable experience in other libraries, and 
whose work here has proven very efficient. 

The Trustees would acknowledge with thanks the dona- 
tions of books as given in the librarian’s report. 

Attention is called to the list of new books published in 
this report. The Trustees would take occasion to refer to the 
policy adopted in the purchase and supply of new books. The 
greater portion of the fiction has been supplied from the Tabard 
Inn, although some books of fiction have been purchased. 

The Trustees intend to buy fiction of the better character, 
and for the benefit of the library patrons a list of inquiries for 
new books is kept, and used to assist in making selections. 
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The Trustees would gladly receive suggestions of this kind at all 
times. 

The patronage by non-residents of Walpole, on payment 
of the usual fee, has continued about the same as in previous 
years. 

Repairs to the building the past year have included paint- 
ing of the window frames both inside and outside, and consid- 
erable painting on the inside columns and walls. 


The work of the branch library at the Wednesday Club 
House, East Walpole, has steadily increased during the past 
year. The hours for delivery of books remain the same as last 
year, from 4 to 6 p. m. on Tuesday and Friday of each week. 
With the increased patronage, the room has been overcrowded 
and good service was impossible. An attempt was made to 
solve the problem by transferring the library from the Reading 
Room to the Club Room in the same building; this room has 
been used for several months with many disadvantages. The 
Wednesday Club, realizing the great demand for better services, 
has graciously tendered to the Trustees the use of a room in the 
basement where sufficient shelving could be arranged and the 
work carried on to better advantage. The room has been newly 
painted, shelves and electric lights added and a desk and reading 
table furnished. 


The Trustees have greatly appreciated the generosity and 
thoughtfulness of the women of the Wednesday Club and every 
effort will be made to make this branch of the library of greater 
assistance to the people in this section of the town. 


Over 3000 books have been given out from this branch during 
the year and two-thirds of this number have been juvenile. 
The work has assumed such proportions that it requires much 
thought and careful supervision and great praise is due our 
faithful librarian for her management and care. 


The Wednesday Club through its able committee has pro- 
vided this room well equipped for the needs of the library, with- 
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out any expense to the town, and it will be ready for occupancy 
the first week in January, 1908. 

The appropriation for the ensuing year, the Trustees 
would make the same as last year, twenty-five hundred dollars, 
and hope this amount will be duly allowed.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS. 


To citizens of Walpole: 


| Soon after my election I divided the town into four districts, 

viz: West Central, supervised by Frank A. Fisher; North Cen- 
tral, supervised by George A. Russell; East District, supervised 
by Frank L. Gould; and South District, supervised by Almon 
F. Boyden; and these divisions are well shown by the large 
map which will be hung in the Selectmen’s room, Town Hall. 
These Supervisors have performed their work intelligently and 
faithfully. 

The financial statement, hereinafter appended, shows how 
your money has been expended. The large amount expended 
in the East, compared to other sections, is due largely to the 
fact that for some years past a very small amount has been ex- 
pended on the roads in the East ‘and consequently these were in 
very bad condition. 

Much money has been expended this year scraping and 
cleaning the gutters, work which in my judgment ought to have 
been more thoroughly done in the past, for if the gutters are not 
cleaned and the roads rounded, it is impossible to get satis- 
factory results. The town.ought to have a scraper in each dis- 
trict so that as soon as the frost leaves the ground all scraping 
and rounding can be done while the ground is wet and soft. 
While the roads are in a plastic condition the scraper will do 
more in a day, than in a week after the roads are dry 


GRAVELING. 


Unfortunately there is not much good gravel in Walpole 
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_ which can be reached at a reasonable expense. The best, per-

haps, is in the so called ‘*Plimpton Pit,” which screened, costs 
in the neighborhood of $2.00 per yard put on the roads—a very 
exorbitant price. I have been testing on High Plain street, Short 
street and a small section of East street, some of the ashes com- 
ing from the boiler plant of F. W. Bird & Son’s paper mill. 
These ashes cost, delivered, approximately 25 to 30 cents per 
yard, and in my opinion, if properly applied to the road, will 
give first class results, except, perhaps, on roads where the 
greatest amount of heavy travel prevails. On High Plain 
street, for instance, we have put two or three inches of ashes 
over the whole length of the street, which in turn we wet and 
rolled, then applied two or three inches more, and so on until 
we got the proper thickness; then we rounded the road and 
rolled it, and put on the top an inch of loam to combine the 
ashes. Time will tell how this road will wear. It certainly is 
very much cheaper than a gravel road, will not hold water at 
all, and I am inclined to believe will stand quite hard usage. 


TOOLS. 


When I took the office I found few tools and these few in very 
bad shape, so it was necessary to expend quite a sum to get 
enough tools to work with. It is important that the town build 
a small house to store water carts, scrapers, tools, etc., to be 
kept locked, the key to be transferred from time to time to the 
Superintendent elected each year. 


BRIDGES. 


It is a question whether in the long run it would not be 
good policy for the town to put in concrete bridges in place 
of wooden structures. Wood is constantly rotting, is growing 
higher in cost each year and is unsightly in appearance, while 
concrete would be permanent, handsome and when once done 
would be done for good and all. 
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REGRADING MAIN AND EAST STREETS. 


The delay in the work on Main street was caused by diffi- 
culties encountered by the Selectmen in getting the Norfolk and 
Bristol Street Railway Co. to re-locate their tracks. It finally 
had to be carried to the Railroad Commissioners, who ordered 
this work to be done. Due to this delay caused by the law re- 
quiring public hearings, etc., before the tracks could be moved, 
we were late in starting the re-grading, therefore we have left 
Main and East streets in a barely passable condition for the 
winter intending to finish it in the spring. It is our intention, 
when finishing, to put some grass along each side of Main street 
so as to make this particular locality somewhat more attractive. 


WIDENING WEST STREET. 


The delay in re-grading Main and East streets prevented 
the widening of West street because we needed the material 
taken from West street to re-grade Main and East streets. The 
amount appropriated, however, to widen West street is not 
enough to finish that work, therefore we can only go part way 
until a further appropriation is made. 


OLD COLONY STREET RAILROAD, REIMBURSEMENT. 


The Board of Selectmen succeeded in collecting from the 
Old Colony Street Railroad $512.12, the amount expended in 
1904 for repairs made on the East Walpole bridge. Through 
oversight, a few years ago, the bill was not rendered to the 
Street Railway Co. when this work was done. 


GRADING HIGH PLAIN STREET. 


We did not expend all the appropriation on High Plain 
street. I felt we could do good work without expending the 
full amount appropriated and I believe that High Plain street, 
in proportion to the travel, bears a fair comparison to the other 
Streets of the town. 

CULVERT, STONE AND SCHOOL STREETS. 


We did not do this work because we did not have a suffi- 
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cient appropriation to do it well; therefore we are going to ask 
for a further appropriation at the next town meeting.

GRADING AND REPAIRING WALCOTT AVENUE. 


This work is finished within the appropriation and on the 
whole I believe is fairly satisfactory. 


SIDEWALKS, CLARK AVENUE. 


Nothing was done here, due to a misunderstanding, which 
perhaps is entirely my fault. I shall see that this is attended to 
next spring. 


STREET WATERING. 


It is simply impossible to do anything more in the center of 
the town unless we have more watering carts. I purchased a 
watering cart which was used by the town in the center with 
good results. The old watering cart I did not think was worth 
repairing but later in the season I had it repaired and used it 
more or less in the eastern part of the town. As stated above, 
if the citizens wish to sprinkle other sections of the town, we 
will have to purchase one or more carts. 


AMOUNT OF MONEY NEEDED FOR HIGHWAYS FOR YEAR 1908. 


The amount of money expended in 1907 will go much 
farther in 1908 because a great deal done in 1907 will not have 
to be done in 1908; therefore it seems to me that we can get 
better results in 1908 even if we have no larger appropriation 
than we had in 1907.

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Before the opening of the polls the Selectmen ap- 
pointed John S. Allen, George H. Ryan, Joseph Brennan and 
George Gough to act as Ballot Clerks, who were duly sworn by 
the Town Clerk, and as Tellers, to aid in receiving, sorting and 
counting the ballots: George Reed, Frank Swan, James B.

Eight voting compartments or booths were provided by the 
town, according to law, and guarded as required by law.

Eight shelves or voting compartments were provided by the 
town and guarded according to law. 

The first set of ballots furnished by the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth, saidto contain 1,050 ballots were, before the 
opening of the polls on said day, delivered to the presiding offi- 
cer by the Town Clerk and his receipt taken therefor. 

The ballot box called the ** Acme,” furnished by the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth, before the balloting began, was opened 
in public meeting and examined by the Selectmen, and found to 
be empty, and the register of said box was set at zero and duly 
locked as required by law. 

The seal of the first package, containing the first set of bal- 
lots, was publicly broken by the Ballot Clerks, and the Cards 
of Instructions and the Specimen Ballots were posted about the 
room as required by law. 

After which the polls were declared open for the reception 
of votes. The ballots were delivered by each ballot clerk to 
each voter, after his name had been publicly announced and 
had been checked by said clerks upon the voting lists used by 
them. 

The ballots delivered to each voter was, by him marked in 
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the voting compartments aforesaid, and thereafter deposited by 
him in said ‘“*‘ Acme” ballot box, after his name had been pub- 
licly announced at said box and duly checked upon the voting 
list used by the election officers in charge of said box and lists. 

The Selectmen appointed Frank H. Brummitt, Henry M. 
Stowell, M. J. Spillane and W. J. Cullen to assist them in re- 
ceiving, sorting and counting said ballots, and before entering 
upon their duties were duly sworn by the Town Clerk. 

The Selectmen and the Town Clerk had charge of the elec- 
tion and ballot box and check lists used were in their care. 

The blank forms furnished by the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth were used by the election officers. 

The ballots were divided into blocks, each block was can- 
vassed as required by law, and the result of such canvass was 
reported to the Selectmen, who caused the total result of: said 
canvass to be recorded in the blank forms provided for the pur- 
pose, after which it was found the register of said box showed 
527 ballots cast.

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REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS. 


The Walpole Water Commissioners herewith submit their 
annual report, it being for the year ending December 31, 1907. 

As in former years, the report contains a detailed statement 
of the receipts and expenditures, together with statistics con- 
cerning the plant. 

At the annual town meeting, Mr. Myron H. Piper was 
elected a member of the Board for three years. The Board or- 
ganized with the choice of Henry P. Plimpton as chairman, 
and Mr. Piper as clerk. 

The routine work of the department has been much the 
same as in former years. The general condition of the plant is 
excellent. The pumping machinery has been thoroughly over- 
hauled, and is in first-class condition, in fact is doing as good, 
and as economical work now, as it has at any time since the 
plant was installed. 

Early in the spring, as the frost was coming out of the 
ground, we had quite a number of leaks in our mains, possibly 
caused by the ground settling; most of these were of minor im- 
portance, and caused by lead starting out of joints; one leak at 
the Common street bridge, was inclined to be rather serious, 
but as it happened just after seven o’clock in the forenoon, we 
were able to get to work at once, and, while we lost several 
hundred thousand gallons of water, no serious damage was done, 
‘and no inconvenience caused to water takers. 

About the first of July we had some trouble with our 
wells, and for several days, it was a question as to whether or 
no we could keep up with the consumption. This happened 
when one of our large manufactories, without any warning, 
began to use a quantity of water, which more than doubled our 
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pumpage. However, this was gotten over all right, by giving 
our wells a thorough cleaning out, and repairing leaky joints 
and valves on the suction mains. During the week beginning 
July ro more than 5,000,000 gallons were pumped, without 
apparently affecting the supply in the least, besides proving the 
good condition of the machinery. 

All fire hydrants have been carefully tested, and will be 
found in good condition; the main gate valves have also been 
oiled and tested, and gate boxes adjusted to meet changes in 
street grades. 

A small amount of street’. main has been laid the past 
season ; 300 feet of 6 inch was laid in Coney street, leading off 
of Pleasant. 

A few minor extensions of 1 1-4-inch pipe were laid in South 
and Oak streets, in each case the takers being willing to share 
the expense of laying the same, or guaranteeing a fair interest 
on the investment. | 

We believe that in all cases, calling for an extension of 
mains, a guarantee of at least 2 per cent. above the rate paid by 
the town for borrowed money, should be required of takers ask- 
ing for such extensions. 

The necessity for a 12-inch main through Washington 
street, from High Plain to Short street, grows more apparent 
from year to year as the consumption of water in East Walpole 
increases. A series of tests taken last July, from Short street 
to the Norwood line, shows the pressure to be 25 to 40 below 
what it should be, to give adequate fire service. | 

Although the town voted to put in the 12-inch pipe, pro- 
vided the necessary funds could be had at 4 per cent., owing to 
the condition of the money market, no one as yet has been 
found willing to furnish the money at that rate. 

Owing to the growth of the system, requiring as it does, 
quite a stock of material, tools, etc., it is more than ever appar- 
ent that the department should have a suitable building for 
storage ; the present stable was a mere makeshift to begin with, 
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being nothing more than a shed. The present financial condi- 
tion of the department, seems to us, to warrant the town allow- 
ing us to build a decent stable, then the present one could be used 
for storage purposes. If the town will allow the department a 
reasonable sum for hydrant rental (the usual charge is $25.00 
per hydrant) the whole, or part of such money, could be put 
into a new stable. 

In former years the department had quite a sum to its 
credit, received from interest on its bank balances. As it is a 
mere question of bookkeeping, it seems to us that the town 
should give us some credit on our balances. 

After patiently waiting, we have at last got the consent of 
the Electric Light Co. to run their wires up to the pumping sta- 
tion, and we expect to have the lights on in a few weeks. 

On July 1, whenthe semi-annual bills were sent out, a score 
card was sent to each metered service, so that the taker might 
keep a record of the amount of water he was using. This was 
done to do away with the controversy, so common at the end 
of the year, when the excess water is computed. +We trust that 
takers will make use of THAT SCORE CARD, and thereby 
keep track of the amount of water they are using. 


LEAKY OR DEFECTIVE FIXTURES. 


Attention is called to the amount of water that is wasted in 
a year, from the dribble of a sink faucet, which takes an hour to 
fill an ordinary pail, say 2 1-2 gallons, which is 60 gallons per 
day, or 21,900 gallons per year, which, if paid for in excess of 
the regular metered allowance, amounts to over $6.50, or more 
than half of the regular metered allowance. 

Attention is particularly called to the result of leaky bath 
room fixtures, especially the ball cock, a leak in this fixture is 
not easily detected, and a small leak runs into money very fast, 
as per the following table.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Walpole : 


The School Committee very respectfully submits herewith 
its annual report for the year 1907. 
The Board organized after the annual town meeting with 


~ the choice of J. Edward Plimpton as chairman and Edward L. 


Shephard secretary. 

The regular meetings of the Board have been held the 
second Monday evening of each month. 

At a joint meeting of the committees of the towns of Med- 
field and Walpole held in April, in accordance with the law, it 
was unanimously voted to retain the services of Mr. F. W. 
Kingman as superintendent of schools of the two towns for an- 
other year. 

CONDITION OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

We wish to call your attention to the condition of the 
school buildings as compared with a few years ago. At 
the present time the buildings are all in good repair so that a 
little outlay each year will keep them in their present con- 
dition which we believe is for the best interests of the town. 


FINANCES. 


By examining the financial statement submitted you will see 
that we have kept well within our appropriation this year. 
The coming year we shall need a little more money for the fol- 
lowing reasons. 

INCREASE OF SCHOLARS. 


The town is growing at the rate of about the capacity of | 
one room per year, which means more teaching force, more 
books and supplies, more seats, etc., all of which cost money. 
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On moving into the new High School building we have 
used the furniture that was in the old building as far as it was 
suitable, but a good deal of new was needed to supply the needs 
of the school and conform to the capacity of the new building, 
all of which we must meet the coming year. 

We take this opportunity to thank the town for the gen- 
erous spirit with which they have met the demands for the sup- 
port of the schools in the past, hoping that you will continue 
that same spirit in the future; feeling that what is for the best 
interests of our children is for the best interests of the town and 
the community. . 

For an account of the educational work of the schools we 
respectfully refer you to the report of the Superintendent.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Committee : 

I have the honor to submit herewith my third annual 
report. 

The table on the following page is presented for the purpose 
of showing the growth of school population and the success of 
our efforts to lessen the amount of absence from school. 

All schools but the Stone show a substantial increase in 
membership during the last three years. This school has a 
total enrollment of forty or more pupils in all but two rooms. 
In Grades IV. and V. there was a membership for the fall term 
of forty-nine and fifty pupils respectively. Last year the assist- 
ant gave her entire time to Grade IV. This fall her work has 
been divided about equally between Grades IV. and V. 

Before the addition was made to the Stone School two 
years ago, the advanced section of Grade I. was housed tempor- 
arily in the Town Hall. On the return of this class to the 
school building, all rooms were occupied. In other words, the 
Stone School is now taking care of the increase in membership 
prior to 1905, but has not the capacity for teaching larger num- 
bers effectively. It is not at all likely that growth in the Centre 
has been arrested for more than a brief period. A new industry 
has been established quite recently and the Chemical Works are 
preparing to extend their business. More than the other schools, 
the Stone School must be prepared to receive children from 
homes that are here to-day and gone to-morrow. ‘There is, 
therefore, quite a wide discrepancy between the total and the 
average membership. Last year it was the difference between 
400 and 357. In the case of the Stone School, there is a greater 
need of increased accommodations than would appear at first 
sight, even though the growth in average membership has been 
checked.

It is very important that it shall not become a settled policy 
to assign two teachers to a room, as we have been forced to do 
in Grades IV. and V. 

At the Fisher School the Primary room is overcrowded, 
there being 50 pupils, 30 of whom are in the First Grade. 
These thirty pupils alone are as many as a teacher should have. 
Not long ago the schoolroom was enlarged, presumably with the 
expectation, that, for afew years at least, the school would be 
well cared for. The congested school is here to-day. The 
health and comfort of the teacher and pupils require more floor 
and air space. Other considerations than the physical might 
well be urged, but I forbear to discuss the various aspects of the 
matter. People differ on educational theories and practices, but 
there is only one opinion as to the desirability of physical vigor 
and health. There are two ways of meeting the situation, one 
is to make an addition to the building large.enough for another 
room, or better still for two rooms. Experience proves that 
making small enlargements is a costly process in a thrifty town. 
Repeated patch-work is a poor substitute for a comprehensive 
policy based on fairly reliable data. 

A second plan of affording relief is to make such changes 
in the old high school building as are necessary for a graded 
school, and transport the upper Intermediate Grades from both 
North and South Walpole. These pupils with such acquisitions 
as could be made by the Stone School would ensure a member- 
ship of seventy or more and call for the employment of two 
teachers. 

The first plan seems to me preferable because it is more 
economical and provides schooling nearer home. It is better 
that small children should not be away from home all day. As 
it is, some children are transported from a distant part of the 
town. If carried still further, expense and inconvenience would 
be augmented. 
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The Primary School at South Walpole is much larger than 
it was a year ago. If the increase proves to be permanent, it 
will not be long before the conditions at North Walpole will be 
duplicated.

TEACHERS. 


There have been nine changes in teachers during the year, 
four in the High School, two in the Stone School, one in the 
Fisher, one in the Boyden, and one in the Bird. All but two 
of the new teachers have had experience. 

In nearly every instance, the retiring teachers went to more 
lucrative positions. One resigned to be married; one was 
given a year’s leave of absence that she might study at Oxford 
University. 

A general advancement of salaries went into effect Septem- 
ber first. Under the new schedule grade teachers without ex- 
perience are paid $400 for forty weeks. The annual increase is 
$50. The maximum compensation is $550 per annum. All 
grade teachers who have been long in our employ, or have had 
long and successful careers before teaching in Walpole, are at 
present receiving the maximum allowance. 

The salaries paid assistant teachers in the High School 
range from $500 to $700, the amount in each case being deter- 
mined by the teacher’s qualifications, length of service, the na- 
ture of the position and the law of supply and demand. 
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It has not been thought desirable to establish minimum and 
maximum wages for principals. 

Each year we note a gain in the standing of teaching as a 
profession and a growing disposition to show appreciation in 
other forms than generous and sincere thanks on graduation 
days and other special occasions. Kind and sympathetic words 
hearten the teacher. The consciousness of duty well performed 
is a strong sustaining power. But other stimuli are necessary if 
the schools are to guarantee the three essentials of an educated 
person, culture, vocation and character. Making men and wo- 
men who shall be purposeful, resourceful and honorable is the 
grandest task to which life can be devoted. It is a high calling 
and should be adequately, not cheaply recompensed. 

The recent action of the Committee, whereby salaries were 
increased ten per cent., should be heartily commended and 
hailed as an earnest of a still brighter financial future for the 
teachers of Walpole. 


EXPANSION OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Before this report goes to press, the High School will have 
begun a new existence. The new building with its modern ap- 
pointments and ample grounds affords opportunities for locating 
the educational horizon far beyond the limits of the past. The 
modern high school should not be circumscribed by the classical 
idea or false notions of training for culture. Culture is not of 
books alone. Bookish education has its place... It is, however, 
just one of the important elements and no more. <A frank 
recognition of this truth must precede any attempt to make the 
schools better. 

Public sentiment in this community seems to me ready to 
move forward, to plant the standard on rational as opposed to 
traditional grounds. The advantages that may be had here are 
rare in country schools. Very few high schools anywhere are 
possessed of such a broad acreage with a large athletic field. 
What this may mean will depend on the clearness of insight 
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with which in the future outdoor studies and physical activities 
are directed for both sexes. 

The new definition of the cultured man, as already inti- 
mated, insists that he shall know more than books, shall be able 
to acquire and preserve a large measure of health and strength, 
be able to support himself and give of his leisure to the upbuild- 
ing of community life. If relieved of the necessity of earning a 
living, it is still incumbent on him to use his inheritance as a 
trust from society. Riches excuse none from social obligations. 

The American people are tardy in recognizing the physical 
basis of education in a practical manner. The theory is accepted 
academically, but practice lags. In all grades of schools there 
should be more plays and games, interruptions of the intellectual 
routine. An earnest study of the best books on physical train- 
ing and hygiene, reinforced by personal investigation of ad- 
vanced types of schools wherein theory is supported by practice, 
would open our minds to a consciousness of injurious neglect 
and stimulate us to get in line with the views of such men as 
Tyler, Sargent, Gulick and Rowe. ; 

If people were once aroused to the value of physical train- 
ing for both boys and girls, they would demand the employment 
of directors of physical education before any other kind of 
specialist. In the present status of education the specialist is 
indispensable. Singing, drawing and manual training have 
been in the schools so short a time, and physical training is so 
very new and untried that the grade teacher has not had time to 
qualify in all these departments, even if it were desirable to do 
so. It is probable that for a long time to come physical, in- 
dustrial and musical expression can not safely dispense with the 
services of those who have special aptitude and training in these 
several directions. 

The upper elementary grades devote about an hour each 
week to various forms of hand work. This kind of occupation 
is thoroughly enjoyed and to some pupils is the most profitable 
employment of their time. This occasional respite from study 


and recitation is to the muscular minded boy, who can not raise 
or lower himself (whichever term is proper), to listen and ab- 
sorb without flinching, what the oasis in the desert is to the 
weary traveller. The only trouble with this school piece of 
verdure and refreshment is, there is not enough of it. When 
the boy gets to the High School he finds none of it. In the 
language of Holy Writ may we not say? ‘*My brethren, these 
things ought not so to be.” 

Manual training in the High School can do much for the 
incipient craftsman. It can inspire respect for manual labor, 
point towards a useful trade and make the boys generally handy 
with tools. The limits of this report forbid an adequate dis- 
cussion of the aims and value of manual training. A few per- 
tinent and undisputed observations must suffice. 

It is patent to those who have become familiar with the 
average High School courses of study that there is a splendid 
chance for enrichment of the curriculum through manual train- 
ing. With this addition, drawing would mean vastly more and, 
instead of being regarded as of doubtful value, might be elevated 
to the first rank. 

The cultivation of skilfulness with the hand is worth to 
most boys more than a knowledge of Latin or Ancient History 
painfully acquired. 

As manual training is already in the schools, my recom- 
mendation in this connection is to extend the scope of this in- 
struction, to employ a competent teacher to take charge in the 
grades and the High School. In this way unity and economy 
can be secured. An intelligent and well directed aim will gov- 
ern all the work. Results both immediate and ultimate will be 
more clearly conceived and possess greater value. 

Another possibility, no less important than manual training, 
is domestic science. The Douglas Industrial Commission refer 
to this subject in these terms: 

‘¢ The investigation has shown that that vocation in which 
all other vocations have their root, namely the care of the home, 
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has been overlooked in the modern system of education. In 
order that the industrial life of the community may be vigorous 
and progressive the housekeepers need to be instructed in the 
purchase, preparation and care of food and in care of children, 
that the home may be a home and not merely a house.” 


Time has not been given me in which to ascertain what 
practical scheme can be adopted with a fair prospect of success. 
If a teacher can be found who combines the qualifications 
requisite for both physical training and domestic science, there 
should be no delay in installing the necessary apparatus and 
utensils. 

These departures will add quite a little to the running ex- 
penses, perhaps too much to undertake them without uniting 
with some other town or towns. ‘The plan of joint employment 
works smoothly in the case of supervisors of drawing and music 
and superintendent of schools. It ought to be feasible with 
other specialties. It is at least worth while to make overtures 
in this matter to one or more of the surrounding towns. Nor- 
wood and Walpole are large enough to make a good working 
union. 

The commercial department is to be strengthened prepara- 
tory to the growing demands of the day and evening schools. 
New typewriters of standard make and new cabinets have been 
provided. A revision of the course of studies in this field is 
imperative. Opportunity to learn stenography ought not to be 
deferred until the third year. If the school is to cater to the needs 
of pupils who leave midway on their course, shorthand may 
well be offered during the first two years. 

Drawing is to be given an honorable standing and an apart- 
ment worthy of its place in the course. Working in harmony 
with manual training, it will possess greater potential value than 
if taught for purely artistic and esthetic purposes. 

The science equipment is adequate. The aim should be to 
give a more practical turn to the instruction, at the same time 
complying with college entrance requirements. 
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For obvious reasons emphasis has been laid on the practical 
and utilitarian up to this point. It is well that I should now 
disclaim any intention of relegating the so-called culture studies, 
viz, languages, ancient and modern, literature, history and 
mathematics, to an inferior position. The place of these studies 
is secure. In the future as in the past they will’ yield incentive 
and power to those who possess the right sort of mentality. 

- College preparatory courses are as surely needed as the 
vocational branches. In a large sense college preparation is 
training for a vocation. The longer time required before the 
vocation is reached is the chief obstacle to be overcome by an 
ambitious youth. As the way to college should be open to the 
poor as well as to the rich, public schools can not refuse to give 
preparatory education. 

The principal has recently made application for the certifi- 
cating” privilege to the New England Committee on College en- 
trance requirements. The conditions under which this privilege 
is granted are none too easy for a small teaching force. 

It is important that students who wish to go to college 
should communicate their intentions to the teachers early in their 
school course. Failure to make their plans known may jeopard- 
ize their prospects of admission and lower the standing of the 
school at home no less than with the colleges. It is unreasona- 
ble to ask the school to prepare for college when the pupil has 
entered on his third or fourth year. 

Parents are cordially invited to confer frequently with the 
teachers and superintendent that they may keep in close touch 
with the progress of their children. Report cards serve a useful 
purpose in conveying condensed facts. A personal interview 
will explain in detail things of interest and vital importance. 

In closing this report permit me to call your attention to the 
interesting reports of the school physician and supervisor of 
drawing.

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REPORT OF DRAWING SUPERVISOR. 


To Mr. F. W. Kingman, Superintendent of Schools. 


For the past year the essential aim of the course in drawing 
has been to develope power to show how an object looks. The 
form of objects has received the first consideration. ‘Though 
other important topics have been studied, this, the fundamental 
one, has received the most attention. Because the best possible 
way of doing should always accompany the motive of the per- 
formance the elements of arrangement and use of material have 
been emphasized. 

Unless children have the ability to clearly observe the shape 
of an object and make a truthful representation of their observa- 
tions they never can acquire the discipline, knowledge and cul- 
ture which drawing should give. This ability to sketch readily 
and correctly from objects is not common in our schools, and 
yet it is the first requisite in all kinds of drawing, and it is with- 
in easy reach of the majority of children in the grades above the 
primary school. 

The essentials for obtaining this ability are, first a habit 
gained in the primary grades of drawing; second a good method 
of drawing; third a knowledge of the principles of perspective 
and light and shade received through practice in observing 
‘rather than by learning rules. 

Without a good way of working,children hastily and thought- 
lessly put lines upon the paper, await the criticisms of a teacher, 
and then correct heedlessly with much erasing. The individu- 
ality must not be cramped, so no mechanical and positive 
method must be used. Yet with drawing as with other personal 
work there should be an orderly way of proceeding. The right 
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method will lead children to study the object, plan its placing on 
paper, show the large proportions, indicate the lines which give 
the general shade, compare the drawing with the object, correct 
mistakes and complete. Pupils should thus work with as few 
lines as possible until naturally they plan, indicate and correct 
before attempting to finish any part of a drawing. 

Though notable progress has been made in this and in the 
other lines of work attempted, a much greater improvement 
must be shown before the right standard is attained. The prob- 
lem of how to do it better, better than it ever has been done, 
should constantly be with teachers and pupils. 

When the drawing lessons are giving the best results they 
should give, there will be satisfactory practice in elementary de- 
sign, which will include combinations of lines and colors for 
pure design, pictorial composition and the application of design 
to objects. The course should be broadened to a course in 
manual arts comprising drawing, design and constructive work. 
This would include direct lessons in developing appreciations 
and acquiring good taste. Any work done in the most truthful, 
beautiful way helps toward an appreciation of general truth 
and beauty, but discipline in the handling of forms and colors for 
use in home decoration and clothing is needed. Unless school 
work relates to and influences for good the life in the home, in 
the shop and on the street the work is of no worth. 

A course in the manual arts should lead to independent 
thinking, observing and acting, making useful the mind, eyes 
and hands. A systematic training from the primary through the 
high school ought to give every pupil power to perform to a 
certain degree some kind of artistic work and abitily to judge 
somewhat of other productions. — It is a waste of time for gram- 
mar school pupils to do primary school problems but most un- 
fortunate are the high school pupils who are able to do only the 
work they should have done in the grammar grades. 

Drawing in the high school is far too elementary. This 
condition will remain unchanged until the pupils entering the 
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high school are prepared to do more advanced work than they 
can now do, and until the subject in the high school receives a 
better recognition. 

The aim of education is human wealth; healthy, active, in- 
telligent men and women who desire for themselves and others 
righteousness, beauty, knowledge and activity. This aim remains 
constant through childhood, youth and manhood. If the lower 
schools and colleges fulfill this purpose, they will send into home 
and business life healthy women and men of personal power 
and accomplishment. So the questign is,what studies contribute 
most towards this human good? 

In our zeal for money makers, we forget that the natural 
ideal place for a woman is the home and that the education of 
girls should fit them to occupy this position and be promoters of 
home occupations. High schools supply studies and urge girls 
to take subjects which never have and never will help to make 
better house managers, if not actual cooks and dressmakers. 
With pride a town sends from it’s high school girls who are 
able to run a type-writer and express no sorrow because these 
and other girls are neither able to make a room attractive, a gar- 
ment beautiful, a meal decent, or distinguish between good and 
bad rooms, ugly and beautiful garments, food well and disgust- 
ingly served. As long as houses, clothes and food are a part of 
home life it should be paramount that every girl receive practice 
in the arts which will enable her to desire and choose good taste 
in clothes, beauty in home surroundings, nourishing, well-served 
food. The mere feeding, clothing and housing of the body adds 
nothing worthy to the present or future generation. 

Individual community and national life is in need of true 
producers of artistic objects both useful and ornamental. Per- 
sons who know what is true and beautiful will not stoop to 
make anything coarse, hideous and useless for pecuniary gain. 
Few dealers have knowledge enough to keep them from selling 
cheap goods; ora conscience which forbids them to offer to 
others what they would not desire for themselves. No person 
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has a moral right to make, cause to be made or sell that which 
is an injury to others, but as long as the mercenary spirit 
possesses the mind, body and hearts of men and women, horri- 
ble forms, crude colors, poisonous foods will be bought and 
sold. It is the privilege of a high school to encourage the mak- 
ing of better objects. As drawing and design are the funda- 
mental subjects which give a training which will lead to honest 
manufactures, they should be made important. There must be 
time for actual performing. There must be time for acquain- 
‘tance with the best which has been done. The demand is for 
those who will create rather than accept. The two rarest 
things are the creative ability and good taste, two necessary 
forces in giving an enduring quality to a nation. Is it not worth 
while for our high school to take her place with the high 
schools which are seriously trying to make these forces more 
numerous ?

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN. 


F. W. Kingman, Superintendent of Schools : 


Through you I wish to report tothe School Committee the 
results of medical supervision in the public schools for the past 
year. 

The method of procedure has been for the inspector to visit 
each school six to eight times during each term, to inspect each 
pupil separately, and especially to give immediate attention in 
detail to any child reported by the teacher, who perhaps has 
noticed some unusual or abnormal physical condition. 

In many of the cases examined, (about twenty-two in all) 
there were symptoms pointing to nose and throat difficulties, 
which were immediately brought to the attention of the parents 
or guardians of the children. 

When these defects were removed, very marked improve- 
ment was noted by the teachers in the pupils’ ability to hear 
more readily, and in generally increased interest in school work, 
together with improvement in scholarship. 

In the upper grades in addition to the detection of contagious, 
infectious and parasitic diseases, attention has been directed to 
the correction of faulty habits and positions, and matters bearing 
upon general and personal hygiene are dwelt upon. 

One of the most important duties of the school inspector is 
to prevent the too early return to school of those who have been 
absent on account of contagious diseases. In these cases, and in 
fact after each case of absence from unexplained cause, it is the 
duty of the teacher to refer the case to the school physician for 
a certificate of admission. 

This is a long step forward in the eradication of disease 
from the schools and in preventing the spread of infection. 
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Suggestions regarding sanitation are made from time to time 
as the general oversight of school buildings are included in this 
department. 

As must be apparent, a considerable part of the work of 
inspection is among the lower grades, as it is here that beginning 
difficulties are found and steps taken to overcome the same. 

During the year upwards of sixty examinations for re-en- 
trance to school were made and certificates given. 

As the law requires that the eye and ear test shall be made 
by the teachers, these were not dwelt upon except to state that 
the examinations were made with the following results : 

Number examined 810, defective in eyesight 140, defective 
in hearing 10, parents notified 93. 

About seventy notices were sent to parents or guardians 
calling attention to symptoms pointing to some physical defect.., 

The undersigned wishes especially to commend the gener- 
ally ready co-operation of the teachers which is so necessary for 
efficient work.
